When Scottish poet Robert Burns was experiencing financial 
troubles, he turned to James Gracie, the accountant at the 
Bank of Scotland in Dumfries, for assistance. In addition 
to his banking career, Gracie was a town magistrate and 
was involved in a number of local organizations. Burns and 
Gracie were friends and a week before Burns died, he sent the 
following to Gracie: 


Gracie, thou art a man of worth, 

O, be thou Dean for ever! 

May he be damn’d to Hell henceforth, 
Who fauts thy weight or measure! 


In 1804, Gracie left the Bank of Scotland and founded the 
Dumfries Commercial Bank along with his son James. The 
father served as the manager of the bank and the son was the 
cashier. The bank failed only four years later, in 1808, and 
Gracie was bankrupt when he died in 1814. Two denomina- 
tions of notes were issued, one guinea (one pound, one shil- 
ling) and £5. The notes dated 1804, as this one guinea exam- 
ple is, are scarcer than those dated 1805. The 1805 examples 
have “ONE GUINEA” printed at upper right rather than the 
date. Kirkwood & Sons of Edinburgh was the printer. An 
interesting piece that still displays embossing from the seal 
and is graded PCGS Fine 12.

(1784-1843). Stewart Mackenzie was a Scottish noble whose 
family had owned the island of Lewis, located in the outer 
Hebrides, since 1610. By the time Stewart Mackenzie inher- 
ited the property that was part of the Seaforth estate, the 
property was in the midst of financial problems. He wrote to 
the Bank of Scotland in 1820 requesting to establish a branch 
of the bank in Stornoway, likely in an attempt to be able to 
loan money to himself. His application was denied. 


Circa 1822, Stewart Mackenzie decided to issue his own notes 
as a means of making payment to his creditors. Some have 
theorized that he was also responding to the need to remedy 
the shortage of specie during that time period in the area. 
He likely ceased issuing notes around January or February 
1823. Only three digit serial numbers have been seen, so it 
is believed that less than 1000 notes were issued. Prefix “a” 
above the serial number indicates an issued note whereas 
notes with a “b” prefix were remainders, as is the case with 
this example graded by PCGS as About New 53. The notes 
were printed on watermarked paper with a five pence rev- 
enue stamp on the back by Rowe in Change Alley, London. 
The vignette is of a sailing ship with a large flag that reads, 
“FLOURISH COMMERCE.” Today the town name is spelled 
Stornoway, however it was spelled Stornaway at that time.

$50 notes were authorized for this issue due to inflation. 
According to Watson in Money and Monetary Problems in 
Early North Carolina, in 1778 the paper notes circulated at 
a rate of 3.5 to 1 for specie. A mere two years later, when this 
issue was authorized, the rate had increased to 6 to 1 (by 1782 
that had increased to a staggering 600 to 1). Richard Cogdell 
stated that “A string of Fish which used to cost 12d in now 
1920d, or 20 Dollars.” 


The only change from the 1778 notes was the 1780 date on 
the back, with the August 8, 1778 date remaining on the face.

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Only the second 20 shilling note we have offered and a piece with superior eye appeal to the first example that we sold over seven years 
ago. All Vermont notes are very rare, and most known examples are in extremely low grade. The majority of the known pieces have been 
pieced together from several different notes, often of different denominations. The notes were printed by Judah P. Spooner and Timothy 
Green II on thin, weak paper that quickly disintegrated in circulation. Their scarcity is due to the fact that only a single issue was emit- 
ted, and that issue, authorized in February of 1781, had its legal-tender status revoked after a little more than a year in circulation. The 
scarcity was increased by the fact that these notes retained their validity for tax payments, but the Treasury was denied the right to 
re-issue the bills, and they were burnt when received for taxes. On this note all of the printing and the signatures remain bold, and the 
note, unlike virtually all of its contemporaries, has had no paper added. This is a much rarer denomination and an extremely respect- 
able example. The apparent grade was assigned due to the fact the note was severed and reattached, along with the edge splits and tape 
repairs. None of those factors hamper the eye appeal in any significant way. This example is numbered 2236 of the 3600 pieces that were 
issued. The signers were Thomas Porter and John Fasset. According to the PMG Population Report, they have not graded any examples. 
PCGS has not yet published a Colonial census, however Track & Price’s new Colonial module lists a mere three examples, two of them 
graded by PCGS and one ungraded. The Newman reference lists values for this denomination at $25,000 in Fine and $37,500 in Very 
Fine, with no higher grade listed. Every advanced Colonial collection needs a Vermont note and this specimen is certainly rare, attrac- 
tive and desirable.

The area that became known as Salem was originally settled 
in 1753 by members of the Moravian Church. The Moravians 
had relocated a number of times after emigrating to North 
America.

In 
October of the following year, the records from the Directing 
Boards of Salem noted that many merchants had already 
begun using dollars and cents instead for the scrip they 
issued. An interesting aside is that although North Carolina 
recognized the United States currency in dollars and cents 
as the lawful currency in 1809, the change within the state to 
dollars and cents was not made obligatory at that time. 


Although it was believed for many years that the spelling of 
the last name of the first signer of this piece was Stots, the 
signer was actually Samuel Stotz. Some surviving examples 
were signed by both Samuel Stotz and Conrad Kreuser, as 
is the case with this note. Brother Samuel Stotz (Dec. 20, 
1752-Sep. 5, 1820) was very involved in church affairs and 
served in a variety of capacities over the years. On June 16, 
1785 he was appointed as the first fire-master. He was also 
very involved in a large water system project. Stotz served 
as the first Warden, or Treasurer, of the Salem Congregation 
beginning in 1797. Kreuser was born on Mar. 14, 1763 and 
passed away on Jan. 26, 1845. Like Stotz, Kreuser is interred 
in the Salem Moravian Graveyard.

The Pennsylvania Legislature 
chartered the Pittsburgh & 
Steubenville Turnpike Road 
Co. by the Act of March 3, 
1818, to make a road “by the 
way of Monteur’s meeting 
house in Allegheny County, 
Bricelands’ Cross Roads, in 
Washington County, and thence 
to the State line in a direc- 
tion towards Steubenville.” As 
part of the act, $125,000 worth 
of capital was authorized to be 
held. 


William Wilkins (1799-1865), a judge, was credited with having made the Pittsburgh & Steubenville Turnpike Co. a reality. Wilkins 
also helped obtain the charter for the Bank of Pittsburgh in 1814 and served as the bank’s first president. Wilkins was appointed by 
President Martin Van Buren as minister to Russia and he also served as Secretary of War during John Tyler’s administration. 


Among other sights along the turnpike road, one of the stones marking the extended Mason-Dixon Line could be seen. The stone 
was located just west of Paris and about thirty miles west of Pittsburgh. It marked the boundary between Pennsylvania and Virginia. 
A “P” was marked on the east side of the stone and a “V” was marked on the portion facing west. On an interesting side note, 
one of the commissioners who represented Pennsylvania when the Mason-Dixon Line was extended was David Rittenhouse. 


This rare copper printing plate was engraved by Savory, Sc Pittsburgh. The engraver is believed to be William Savory, but little is known 
of him. Records indicate he worked as an engraver in Pittsburgh from 1819 on. A number of map engravings from the time period have 
been attributed to him along with a crude line engraving of Trinity Church in Pittsburgh. In 1828, the Register of Pennsylvania listed an 
engraver named Savoury working in the city and living in Alleghanytown on the bank of the river below the Allegheny Bridge.

The story of this stage line is a link to one of the most romantic periods of American history, as it spans the years just prior to the com- 
pletion of the transcontinental railroad and telegraph. In 1858, the government awarded a mail contract to one George Chorpenning to 
carry mail between Salt Lake City and Sacramento, California. The round trip took sixteen days and the cost of each letter was 10 cents. 
Chorpenning was an experienced mail contractor whose earlier efforts had been plagued by Indian attacks and the damages attributable 
to them. In fact, at the time that this contract was awarded, Chorpenning was engaged in a long running battle to recover damages from 
the Federal government, a struggle that was not resolved until 1870, when Congress rejected his efforts to collect $500,000. 


All of the notes that survive from this endeavor, in all denominations combined, number fewer than a dozen exam- 
ples. Three notes are known bearing the Sacramento location, while the rest were likely issued in Salt Lake City. 


This “Sacramento” example comes from the John J. Ford collection, where this piece was lot 3039 in the Stack’s sale in October of 
2007. It was described there (with the bold emphasis retained) as “Signed, numbered, and dated. Uniface. Printed on bond paper. 
Eastern banknote size. 185mm by 75mm. High quality intaglio (or exceptional color lithography), without an imprint, and styled 
like an eastern obsolete banknote. Printed in all blue with red “FIVE” protector. Under the curved main title, a stunning cen- 
tral vignette of a vigorously guarded stagecoach with deep facial details on the passengers within. Armed Indian squad watches 
benignly as it passes. At the lower left, girl near plowing scene. At the lower right, an Indian brave (as adapted from Draper, Toppan, 
Longacre & Co. notes of the late 1830's). Protector below and city “Sacramento” engraved at bottom center. Signature spaces for the 
“Secretary” and “Contractor” at the bottom. Similar to Alvin Rust (Mormon and Utah Coin and Currency, 1984) Figure 107, page 96. 
Written serial No.1758. High Rarity 7 (1-3 known). The type not represented in the Ford Part VI Sale and the only example of the 
Sacramento type in the Ford Collection. This is simply an exceptional example and is tremendously beautiful. The California 
notes in this marvelous collection continue to weave the lore of the West at each twist and turn. The vast majority of notes known 
on this title have no engraved city and are considered Salt Lake City. This is clearly a California type on the company, is exces- 
sively rare, and is the first we have catalogued. The only other example we know is the Rust Plate note mentioned above. That 
note, which is clearly unissued and has the diagnostic uneven trimming seen on the majority of notes of this issuer. The present 
note, dated 1863, is signed in both spaces. At the left by John J. [or G?] Doyle and at the right by O. Winship [?], Jr. [as catalogued 
by Sotheby Parke-Bernet]. We know of only one other Sacramento series note, a $5 denomination, seen long ago. The signed “Salt 
Lake City” series notes we have seen are dated 1859 by George Chorpenning as Contractor (see Ford VI: Lot 636 for proper signa- 
ture style). We can’t guarantee the validity of these signatures and they differ significantly from the signatures on the Henri Heller 
$5 note. However, we can be certain of the immense rarity and beauty. There are three light folds: one down the center, a long corner 
fold and one at the right end. Exceptionally margined for the series with bold, vibrant colors. Once mounted (when sold in London 
with an English private bank note and a CSA counterfeit), it has been very skillfully removed. This note is a visual masterpiece. 
The three single notes and one triptych in the Ford VI Sale (lots 636 to 639) were very well regarded and fiercely contested to the 
tune of $10,000 or more per lot. There were only two individual notes in the Herb and Martha Schingoethe collection, and they 
both broke $10,000 with ease. This bonanza from this issue is fleeting and likely ends here for perhaps quite some time. As the only 
note of this Sacramento type in the collection, it should warrant a five-figure bid with ease from the many eager Mormon collectors 
or those who desire the greatest Western Numismatic Americana. Yet another highlight among many potential legends.” 


This piece surpassed the estimate in that sale and realized $37,375. Lest one think that price a “one off” Ford sale oddity, the slightly 
more common $50 from this issuer on the Salt Lake location in considerably lower grade realized $34,500 in our Central States auction 
earlier this year.

According to 
History of Colorado, published in 1919 by the S.J. Clarke 
Publishing Co., Wilson’s parents originally settled in Greeley 
after emigrating from Scotland in 1881. John was born in 
December of the same year, and not long afterwards, the 
Wilson family established themselves in Eaton.

Since the bank 
was organized during the second charter period, it received 
and issued 1882 Brown Backs, Date Backs, and Value Backs. 
A much smaller order of Series 1902 notes was placed and 
issued, the two here featuring the stamped signature of J.D. 
Wilson. The trove that follows this note, and the note in the 
next lot, includes many other items related to the bank’s his- 
tory, including the stamps used to affix Wilson’s signature 
to the notes seen here.

The Handbook of Texas, a publication of the Texas State Historical Association, reveals the details of the birth, life and death of the 
town of Ochiltree as follows: “Ochiltree, on State Highway 70 nine miles south of Perryton in central Ochiltree County, was established 
in 1885 and named for a Texas politician and Confederate officer, William B. Ochiltree. The post office opened in September 1886, and 
the town was elected county seat when the county was organized in 1889. Population growth was sporadic, but by 1915 Ochiltree had 
a population of 500, a bank, a school, and two or three churches. It also had two newspapers, the Eagle Investigator and the Ochiltree 
News, and a community orchestra organized by the James Whippo family. Chautauquas, movies, and automobile races also provided 
recreation. On September 23, 1909, the Enid, Ochiltree and Western Railroad Company began construction on a railroad to connect 
Ochiltree and Dalhart. The section from Dalhart to Dumas was graded, but only 13.7 miles of track were laid before the company failed. 
The Panhandle and Santa Fe Railway came through the area in 1919 but missed Ochiltree by several miles. The same year, the town of 
Perryton was established on the railroad eight miles north of Ochiltree and was elected the new county seat. The citizens of Ochiltree 
moved their homes and businesses to Perryton. After 1920 Ochiltree was an unorganized community. The post office was discontin- 
ued in September 1921.” In its heyday, Ochiltree was home to two National Banks, this institution and one which lasted only two years 
before failing in 1909. No notes are known from the second bank, and, until tonight, no examples bearing the Ochiltree issuing location 
were known from this institution, which, along with all of the other businesses in Ochiltree, moved to nearby Perryton after Perryton 
became the county seat in 1919. There are few towns in Texas which have remained unreported until today, no surprise considering the 
number of dedicated and well financed individuals who have pursued Nationals from the Lone Star state since the 1930’s. What William 
Philpott, Amon Carter Sr. and Jr., Jack Everson, J.L. Irish, Steve Ivy, John Hendrix, and every other collector of Texas Nationals, living 
and dead, share in common, is that they lacked or lack even one note from this long abandoned Texas location. Here is an opportunity 
for one fortunate collector to achieve what every other legendary collector of Texas Nationals could not...the ownership of a note from 
this obscure and now forgotten Panhandle community.

Our landmark sale of seven serial number 1 Red Seal Federal Reserve Notes in our May Central States sale brought forth this hith- 
erto unknown $10 serial number 1 Red Seal from the Atlanta district, which comes to us from the estate of M.B. Wellborn, the first 
Governor of the Atlanta Federal Reserve Bank. Maximillian Bethune Wellborn was born in Lewisville, Arkansas during the Civil 
War and raised and educated in Eufaula, Alabama before moving to Anniston around the turn of the century. As a young man he 
became general manager of the Alabama Frog & Switch Company, a railroad supply company, and then entered the banking busi- 
ness, founding banks in Jacksonville and Piedmont before becoming President of the First National Bank of Anniston in 1905, serv- 
ing in that position until 1914, when he was appointed the first governor of the newly established Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta. 
It was in that capacity he obtained this lovely note, which is accompanied by a handwritten notation on the front of a Federal 
Reserve Bank of Atlanta envelope which states “The first of note issues of Fed R Bank of Atlanta, No 1...Property of M.B. Wellborn, 
Nov 1914.” Wellborn served as Governor of the Atlanta Fed until 1928, and lived to the age of 95 before passing away in 1957. 


Prior to our May sale only two $10 serial number 1 specimens were reported, with only one, the number 1 from the New York district, 
in private hands. That example has not been seen since its last appearance in 1998. The Chicago district number 1 is in the hands of the 
Chicago Federal Reserve Bank. After that sale, the number in private hands is now three, with each in very strong hands. Like the Dallas 
number 1 Red Seal we sold in May, this piece has clearly never circulated, but was folded for storage in the envelope that accompanies 
the note. The colors, margins, and overall appearance are as sharp as the day the note left the press, with PCGS awarding this note its 
coveted Premium Paper Quality designation, and our estimate of this number 1 beauty along with its unquestioned provenance may 
well prove conservative in the extreme this evening.
